GERMANY is facing a serious 

shortage of lubricating oils 
necessary for her war. machines, 
especially aircraft. This is the 
opinion of a highly-placed British 
oil expert who has arrived here atter 
being expelltd from Rumania with 
about 50 other British subjects en- 


gaged in the petrol refineries. 

“ Germany may have enough petrol for the 
time being, he stated, but lubricating oil 
is almost certainly the weakest point in all 
her war supplies. Before the war Germany 
imported 90 per cent. of her requirements 
from Texas, Mexico, and elsewhere across 
the Atlantic. The British Navy has now 
entirely cut off these supplies. 


LITTLE RUSSIAN OIL 


Russia is able to send her only small 
quantities. Recently Russia sent 12, tons, 
representing, perhaps, three per cent. of 
Germany's present requirements—and Russian 
oil is of extremely poor quality, unsuitable 
for aeroplanes. 

Rumania has not enough lubricating oil 
for her own requirements, and is, therefore, 
unable to send Germany any. The fact that 
Germany is already finding difficulties was 
indicated, he said, by examination of 
captured aeroplanes. The oil in the engines 
has been found to be in such a poor state 
that the British Air Force would never dream 
of using it. 

“There seems to me strong grourd for 
believing that the shortage of lubricating oil 
may soon prove a serious impediment to 
Germany's war effort, when you remember 
that a high-speed aeroplane uses up to 30 
per cent. of its total benzine consumption.”’ 


RUMANIAN SUPPLIES 


He added that, although recent events had 
freed about 50 per cent. of Rumanian petrol 
in production for delivery, it was actually 
not being sent to Germany at present owing 
to transport difficulties. Germany was rely- 
ing on her synthetic petrol, production of 
which now represented about 40 per cent. of 
her total requirements.
